and an additional rate for every addi- 
tional piece of paper; and if the letter 
weighed an ounce, four times these rates. 

It is to Rowland Hill that England and 
America owe their present cheap postal 
service.» He commenced his labors for 
a reduction of rates in England in 1837. 

In this country Hon. Edward Everett, 
an eminent Massachusetts statesman, 
is credited with having agitated a re- 
duction of postage rates in 1836, but 
nothing candé of it at that time. Hill's 
suggested reductions in England went 
into operation in 1840, and the cheap 
postage furore in.thia country broke out 
in 1843, and the first reductions were. 
adaptid in 1845. The rates wore then 
made for a letter not exceeding % oz. 

in weight, 300 miles, 5 cents; over 300, 
10 cents, and an additional rate for ev- 
ery oB. dy fraction.
